A “thrift card” is furnished to_all 
purchasers of 25-cent stamps. This 
card has spaces for sixteen stamps. 
When all the spaces have been filled 
the thrift card may be exchanged for a 
$5 stamp at postoffices, banks or other 
authorized agencies by adding 12 cents 
in cash prior to February I, 1918, and 
1 cent additional each month there- 
after. 

When you purchase a $5 stamp you 
must attach it to an engraved folder 
known as a “war savings certificate” 
which bears the name of the purchaser 
and can be cashed only by the person 
whose name appears upon the certift- 
cate, except in case of death or dis- 
ability. This certificate contains 
twenty spaces. If these are all filled 
with war savings stamps between De- 
cember 3, 1917, and January 31, 19138, 
the cost to the purchaser will he $82.40 
and on January 1, 1923, the govern- 
ment will pay the owner of the eertifi- 
cate $100. This is based on an interest 
rate of 4 per cent compounded quarter- 
ly from January 2, 1918. 

If the holder of a war 
tificate finds it necessary 
cash on it before maturity, he may at 
any time after January 2, 1918, upon 
giving ten days’ written notice to any 
money order postoffice, receive for each 
stamp affixed to his certificate the 
amount paid.

Major Joel B. Mallett, 
the _ administration of 
service law in Georgia, received Mon- 
day at the adjutant’s general office 
the following instructions from Provost 
Marshal General Crowder, to be for- 
warded to local boards for the guidance 
in fixing the status of married men 
subject to classification under the 
draft questionnaire; 

Subdivision A, class 4, is the residuary 
class of registrants whose wives or children 
are mainiy dependent on them for .support 
and this applies to a widower whose own 
children are mainly dependent on him for 
support. If a registrant has both a wife and 
ehild but there are such other sources of 
support available th&t the removal of the 
will not deprive the dependents 
of reasonably adequate support, he is to be 
piaced in subdivision A of class 2. 

If a registrant has a wife but no chil- 
dren and there are such other sources of 
Support available that the removal of the 
registrant will not deprive the wife of rea- 
sonably adéquate support, he goes in class 
l, as not being included in any other 
division in the schedule. 

Many boards seem to be in doubt as to 
what to do when it appears that the sol- 
dier'’s pay and war risk allowances will pro- 
vide an adequate support. Reasonably ade- 
quate support cannot be determined by a

Flat Sum for Each Winner 
and Each Loser, and Bal- 
ance to Individuals of the 
Next Three Clubs. 


(Chicago, December —Teams fin- 
ishing in the first divisions in the Nu- 
tional and American league pennant 
races will hereafter share in the play- 
ers’ receipts of the world’s series. This 
decision wes reached at a eonference 
here today between August Herrmann, 
sheirasad of the National baseball com- 
mission, representing the National 
league, and President Ban OB. 
son, of the American aesve, 
The new plan of divrding 
baseball prize means that eight clubs 
will share in the money instead of 
only the winners of the two ieague 
championships. Under the new scheme, 
players on the club winning the world’s 
championship will receive $2,000 each, 
while the losers will be aw arded $1. 400 
‘each. What amount the other six clubs 
‘in the two leagues will get has not 
been definitely decided upon, but it 
will be figured out according to a per- 
centage basis, Chairman Herrmann said. 
i The present plan will be given a 
1 Seta next fall and will be made per- 
manent if it proves satisfactory. 
“After awarding the winning play- 
$2,000 each and the losers $1,460 
'each, we will divide the remainder of 
ithe prize money among the players on 
teams which finish second, third 
‘and fourth,” Chairman Herrmann said. 
| “Originally we intended to place all 
of the sixteen clubs on a percentage

| basis, but decided to make a flat sum 
for those who participate in the series. 

“T think the new division will be
